How Munition Making Is Speeded a 


In the Land of the Hun | 


Writing to the Paris Matin some 
‘one who spent four months in the| 
Krupp foundries at_Essen gives his 
impressions of what is being produc- 
ed there: “Three hundred thousand 
workers, of whom about 60,000 are! 
women, marshalled in gangs ‘on day| 
and night shifts, sweat blood and! 
water in order that fhe Emperor} 
shall not lack projectiles. All these! 
people, with the exception of the 
women have been impressed by the} 
military authority, The ages of the 
men, are from eighteen to forty-six 
years, and they are all told off | 
the manufacture of munitions, Jy is! 
the same with the specialists above 
the age of forty-five up to &fty. 

“The salaries paid them for werk- 
ing thus from six o'clock in the 
morning to six at evening for the 
day shift, and from six in the eyen- 
ing to six in the morning, for the| 
night shift, varies Between eight and 
fifteen marks a day. The women, 
however, nevet get more than five 
marks, This daily salary, which in 
the eyes of some may appear a big 
one, has only the real and icidetaael 
value of five French franes, so much 
has the cost.of living gone up. 


“In the month of May, 1916, Krupp} . 


was constructing . simultaneously 
seven howitzers of 420 milimetres.

2. It shall not, be lawful to allow 
the following animals to ran at large 
at any time of the year within the 
limits of the Village of Monitor:

3. Itshall not be lawful to allow 
any geese or poultry to run at large 
within the limits of the said Village 
from the ist day of May to the 15th 
day of September, both inelusive, in 
each year. 

4. Except as prescribed or restrict 
ed by law or by this by-law or by-laws 
of the Village, it shall be lawful for 
animals to run at large within said 
Village and no peréon shall be liable 
to an action for trespass in respect of 
any animal at large under the pro- 
visions of this by-law, unless the lands 
ov premwmises trespassed upon are en- 
closed Dy a lawful fence. 

5. Any*animal found at-large or 
trespassing upon any lands or prei- 
ises @closed by a lawful fence, con- 
trary to the provisions of this by-law, 
shall be liable to be impounded and 
sotd according to the provisions of this 
by-law unless the damages, expenses 
and fees be sooner paid, 

6. Nothing in this by-law shall pre- 
vent any person from waiving his 
rights under ths by-law and taking 
action to recover compensation in any 
court of competent jurisdiction from 
any person owning or having the cus- 
tody of any animal through which 
damage has been caud@d, contrary to 
the provisions of this by-law. 

7. here shall be established in the 
Village a public pound or pounds with 
a poundkeeper for, each whose re- 
muneration shall be such fees and 
charges as he shall be entitled to un- 
der the provisions of this by-law. 

8. The said pound shall be for the 
impounding of animalsat large or trés- 
passing coutrary tothe provisions of 
this or’any other by-law of the Vil- 
lage, which said impounding may be 
done by any person other ‘than the 
poundkeeper. : . 

9. . Whenever any animal is im- 
pounded it shall be the duty of the 
poundkeeper to retain same until the 
owner or owners thereof shall have 
paid the fees and damages, if any, 
claimed for the trespass. 

10. Whenever any animal has been 
confined or distrained by any person 
under the provisions of this by-law for 
the purpose of impounding the same, 
if the oWner of the animal or some 
person in his behalf pays or tenders 
to the person seizing or having charge 
of such animal before the same has 
been actually impounded, the charge 
for which the said animal has then be- 
come liable, under this by-law, the 
person having charge of such animal 
shall forthwith deliver up the same to 
the owner or to the person tendering 
the said charges on his behalf. 

lL. Nothing contained in this by- 

law shall deprive the owner of any 
animal impounded of any action, vem- 
edy or right that he may have at com- 
mon law or otherwise, by reason of the 
same being unlawfiwly seized, dis- 
trained or impounded. 
*12, Any person who leaves open 
nny gate or lets down any bars or 
makes a gap in any fence for the par- 
pose of permitting any animal to tres- 
pass, or who otherwise causes any an- 
imal to trespass, shall be guilty of an 
infraction of this by-law. 

13. Any person claiming any dam- 
age for trespass by any animal im- 
pounded may, at the time of impound- 
ing of such animal, deliver to the 
poundkeeper a statement in writing, 
showing the nature and amount of 
his demand, and any person failing to 
deliver such statement at such time 
shall have no recourse to the provi- 
sions of this by-law as to the collec- 
tion of damages. 

(b) Upon the receipt of such state- 
ment the poundkeeper shall, if the 
owner of the animal be unknown to 


four hours after having made the view

Systematic Way to Increase 
in the Dominion 
The Canadian government is adopt- 
ing a very systematic way to increase 
the crops of the Dominion, An of- 
ficial commission, composed of pro- 
fessors of diffeertn universities, has 
een appointed to visit the high 
schools and colleges and enlist boys 
for agricultural work during the suim- 
ner months. Attention. will be given 
the physical ability of the boys and 
they will sign, with the consent. of 
their parents, fof six months’ service 
on the farms, A record will be kept 
of their work and efficiency, which 
will be credited to them the same as 
if it were in the regular classes in 
.the schools and colleges. This looks 
like a pretty good scheme, not only 
to get intelligent farm workers, but 
for the real advantage of the boys. 
It was tried in a small way last year 
and the result was that the boys who 
worked on the farms outstripped in 
their studies those who reimained in 
the schools. That isthe same sort 
of record that has been made in some 
manual training schools where the 
boys who spent half of their time at 
work and the other half at their stud.

_ INFANTS’ OFF FFICIAL 
GUARDIAN 


The Province of Alberta now 
has an Official Guardian. The 
Lieutenant Gavernor in Coun- 
cil has appointed Arthur G. 
Browning, K. C,, Deputy Attor- 
ney General dmonton, to be 
Official Guardian under the Act, 
with the powers and duties 
therein specified. The Govern- 
ment deemed legislation advis- 
able to protect the property of 
infapits as well as, and in addi- 
tion to, the protection afforded 
to their persons under the 
Children’s Protection Act. The 
Official Guardian Act, 1917,(¢.19) 
enables thisto bedone. Section 
4 provides as follows: 

The Official Guardian may 

(a) Act as guardian ad litem 
of infants: 

(b) Act in the administration | 
of estates upon order of} 
the Court; 

(c) Act as custodian of prop- 
erty of missing persons, 
convicts or deceased per- 
sons; “ 

(d) Act as judicial trustee of 
the estate of any deceased 
person upon the order of 
the Court; 

(e) Actas the guardian of any 
infant made ward of the 
Cou:tunder the Children’s 
Protection Act,being Chap- 
ter 12 of the Statutes of | 
1909; 

(f) Actin such other capacity 
and do such other acts, 
matters, and things, as an 
official guardian is author- 
ized or required to do by 
the Rules of Court or by 
ovder of Judge or by Order 
of the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in Council or under 
the Act. 

The powers are very wide in 
their appheation and in order 
that every assistance possible be 
given to the Official Guardian | 
to carry them out, the Act pro-| 
vides he shall be served with 
Notice of every Application to 
any Courtin any manner affect- 
ing the infant or his estate. 

Full particulars must be given 
showing the object of the Ap- 
plication and the effect it will 
have on the estate of the infant. 

{xecutors and administrators 
can be compelled to pass their 
accounts as required by law. 

Trust estates can be audited 
and dealings therewith inves- 
tigated. Actions and proceed- 
ings where the infantis a party 
can be conducted by the Official | 
Guardian on behalf of the in-| 
fant, and generally he is author- 
ized to take all such proceedings 
as may be deemed necessary for | 
the protection of the estate of | 
the infant. The Act does not} 
in any way interfere with the! 
rights of any parties at present | 
or in the future, who are acting | 
legally as guardian of any in- 
fant, but in cases-where the in- 
fant’s property seems Tikely to 
be endangered, the Official 
Guardian wil! be able to itter- 
vene. Orders under the Aet 
can be enforced by attachment.
